Northampton

Building on its proud past as a market town for over 800 years, 
Northampton is beginning its transformation into the Market City 
of the future. 

Millions of pounds have already been invested in a major revamp 
of the Market Square and some of its main shopping streets. Its 
array of tourist attractions including the Royal and Derngate Theatre 
and 78 Derngate are also thriving following multi million pound 
improvements. A specialist cultural area is being planned around 
them, promising relaxed public open spaces, as well as unique 
shops and restaurants. 

But there is much more to come. The waterside of the River Nene 
is being transformed into a major visitor destination, with a new 
Marina at Becket’s Park under construction. Other schemes being 
planned include a redevelopment of the Grosvenor Centre, helping 
to attract the biggest and best brands to the town. It will provide a 
modern new face to the city centre and see the demolition of the 
neighbouring Greyfriars Bus Station. Nearby, Castle Railway station 
is also set to be redeveloped, providing an impressive gateway into 
the Market City. 



Daventry 

It’s an exciting time to live in Daventry with town centre 
development moving forward at a serious pace. 

The new Working Men’s Club and Abbey Retail Park are thriving, 
while the award winning iCon is under construction, and is a 
landmark building that will really put Daventry on the map. At a time 
when the planet is battling against climate change, the iCon will be 
an international centre of research for environmentally friendly 
technologies. It will also provide new jobs and space for local 
events. Coming up, a lot of other development is planned, including 
a new and improved library as well as more and better shops. 


Towcester 

There is a strong vision to preserve what is special about 
Towcester while providing new facilities for local people. 

The Moat Lane area of the town centre is being transformed, 
providing a new community library and registry office as well as 
improved leisure facilities including a new hotel, restaurant, cafes, 
bars, improved car parking, and additional shops.

Students get the tools 
for their future... 


The groundbreaking Construction Futures 
scheme is the first in the UK to directly link 
construction training with the determination of 
planning applications. It enables local young 
people to directly benefit from new 
development, learning new skills and gaining 
vital work experience. 

Several trainees have been working with 
Northampton based contractor Winvic, which has 
been appointed to construct the iCon centre for 
sustainable construction in Daventry. 

Chloe Gardner, 18, from Northamptonshire is one 
of these trainees. She is studying for a foundation 
degree in construction management: “My dad 
already works in construction and I want to follow 
in his footsteps and show that females can be 
successful in this industry too. I’m getting a huge 
amount out of the training scheme. I’m part of a 
great team and have got to meet lots of talented 
people and get contacts which may prove useful 
in the future. I haven’t been here long but already 


I’ve been involved in tendering and design, and 
gained a lot of valuable experience. ” 

Further trainees are also working with Interserve 
on the Prospect Way factory redevelopment in 
Daventry. Joe Monaghan, 20, also from 
Northamptonshire, has been placed with 
Interserve while studying for a foundation degree 
in construction management: “The site 
experience has been really good. 

At college there’s only so much you can learn. 

On site you can actually put things into practice 
and learn how different eguipment works. We’ve 
been involved in everything from the paperwork 
to on-site hands-on experience. It’s been good 
just to be on a real site and work around 
professionals. ” 

Construction Futures has been established by 
West Northamptonshire Development Corporation 
in partnership with Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Limited, Moulton College, Northamptonshire 
County Council and ConstructionSkills.

A new lease of life for Upton 
Lodge Farm House 



Building commenced in February this year after WNDC and the Homes and 
Communities Agency pledged funding to upgrade Upton Lodge Farm House. 

The collection of derelict buildings is being transformed into a support hostel for up to 12 
people, as well as a construction skills training centre. 

Led by the YMCA, the scheme will provide disadvantaged young people with the skills, 
knowledge and confidence to lead successful lives. Local young people will be directly 
involved in the renovation of the building, receiving practical training in a range of trades 
including carpentry, surveying and plumbing. Once complete, the facility will provide a 
permanent centre for construction skills training. 

WNDC Chief Executive Peter 
Mawson said: 

We’re delighted to support this 
project which offers 
disadvantaged young people a 
fresh start in life. 

Peter Storey from the YMCA added 
As well as providing training in 
construction skills, the scheme 
will help each person to grow in 
every way, helping them to lead 
successful lives.

Frustrated MR 
wants the full 
facts revealed

BRIAN Binley has reacted strongly 
after his requests to see a town cen¬ 
tre agreement was turned down. 

The MP for Northampton South 
asked that a contract between 
Northampton Borough Council and 
Legal & General regarding a develop¬ 
ment in the town centre should be 
made public. 

But this has been refused on the 
grounds that the agreement contains 
‘commercially confidential material.’ 

Last week, Mr Binley was invited to 
meet with the council in a public 
meeting to discuss his comments in 
the Saints programme in February, 
where he questioned the motives of 
the council concerning town centre 
development to the detriment of the 
rest of the town. 

Mr Binley agreed that the contract 
could contain financial details that 


would be commercially sensitive but 
stated that those can easily be emit¬ 
ted in any copy of the agreement sent 
to him. 

He also went onto claim that it was 
in the interests of the people of 
Northampton that the details of the 
agreement were made public. 

Mr Binley said: “I recognise that the 
agreement will contain commercially 
sensitive information but this can 
easily be removed. 

“The agreement is central to the 
debate on the town centre and hav¬ 
ing an understanding of the agree¬ 
ment is vital to a fair and informed 
debate. 

“The people of Northampton 
deserve to know the truth of the mat¬ 
ter. 

“Our town is more important, has a 
much longer history and should not 
be pushed around.” 

A council spokesman said: “We 
have offered to arrange a private 


meeting with Brian Binley to discuss 
the Grosvenor Centre. 

“The redevelopment of the 
Grosvenor Centre will be a huge proj¬ 
ect that could see hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of pounds invested in 
Northampton. 

“The nature of development agree¬ 
ments mean they generally contain 
confidential details that we cannot 
make publicly available because of 
the obligations we have had to enter 
into in the agreement to that affect. 

“Our officers will always try to assist 
Brian Binley or any member of the 
public asking for information how¬ 
ever as you would expect there are a 
number of areas the council is 
involved in where there are legal rea¬ 
sons where it is inappropriate or 
impossible to make full disclosure of 
confidential material.” 

At the time of going to print Legal & 
General had not commented.

A RARE reptile may have been 
spotted in the undergrowth of 
Lingswood on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 

Police were called at approxi¬ 
mately 9.30am to a reported 
sighting of what is believed to 
be a Burmese Python. 


A police spokesman said: “It is 
believed the snake may be 
green and several feet long. 

“Although these snakes are 
not known to be dangerous, 
members of the public are 
advised not to approach it, 
keep a safe distance away from 


it and immediately call the 
police on 999 or the RSPCA on 
0300 1234 999.” 

The Burmese Python is often 
found near water but can also 
be spotted in trees. 

The snakes, on average, grow 
up to 12 feet long. 


Work gets started 
on the new marina

WORK has begun this week to 
create a multi-million pound 
marina at the heart of 
Northampton. 

Ground broke on the exciting 
project on Tuesday after the 
Environment Agency removed 
trees in Becket’s Park last month. 

The marina is one of the first 
steps in making Northampton a 
more exciting destination for 
current and iuture residents as 
well as visitors and the boating 
community. 

The marina will offer 80 moor¬ 
ings, six of which will be for resi¬ 
dential use. The remaining 
berths will be available for short 
term visitors and pleasure craft 
requiring long term leases. 

Moorings will also be available 
for operators of commercial 
leisure boats, such as hire boats 
and water taxis. 

Paul Woodcock, Environment 
Agency regional director, said: 
“Northampton Marina will place 
Northampton on the map as a 
major destination. Becket’s Park 
is at the heart of two navigations 
- the River Nene and the Grand 
Union Canal - and is perfectly 
placed to attract visitors to the 
town. 

“The Becket’s Park develop¬ 
ment will really help to trans¬ 
form the image of Northampton 
and the Environment Agency is 
proud to be involved in making 
this happen.” 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cillor Richard Church, cabinet 
member for regeneration and 
development, said: “Creating a 


new leisure facility in one of our 
main urban parks will give the 
people of the town an interesting 
and exciting place to visit and it 
will certainly attract lots of 
boaters and other visitors to 
explore Northampton’s historic 
buildings, market and cultural 
facilities. 

“With works to the market 
square lighting and fountain 
already underway, the marina 
project is another example of 
superb partnership working to 
make Northampton a vibrant 
place that people are proud of.” 

The Northampton Marina proj¬ 
ect is being funded by the West 
Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC), 
Northamptonshire County 


Council and the Environment 
Agency with support from 
Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Limited. 

John Markham, chairman of 
WNDC, said: “The Marina will 
help breathe new life into the 
waterside of Northampton town 
centre. The revitalisation of this 
area is one of WNDC’s main pri¬ 
orities and that’s why we’re 
investing £1.8 million in the 
scheme. 

“There are several opportuni¬ 
ties for new jobs, homes, and 
leisure facilities along the river 
corridor which we are helping to 
deliver, making it a very exciting 
time for Northampton.” 

The marina is scheduled for 
completion in March 2011. 


Suspension for school pupil in knife incident 


A PUPIL has been suspended 
from school for taking a knife 
with him to class. 

Staff at East Hunsbury Primary 
acted quickly after the youngster 
showed the knife to another 
pupil on Friday, March 5. 

The school confirmed that he 
did not threaten, harm or intim¬ 
idate anyone, but that he had 
been suspended for two weeks. 

Headteacher Rita Arundel 
wrote to parents on Monday 
acknowledging the incident, but 
insisted that it was isolated and 
that parents were satisfied with 
the suspension. 

She said: “The incident 
involved a child with a 
Statement of Educational Needs 
bringing a knife into the school 
in his coat pocket. 

“The school has been open for 


21 years and this type of inci¬ 
dent has never happened before 
so we took it most seriously 
indeed. 

“The knife was shown to a year 
6 pupil who sensibly reported it 
to a member of staff. 

“The pupil had used the knife 
at home to peel sticks to make a 
wooden house. I would like to 
reassure parents that at no point 
in time was the knife pointed at 
any child or used to threaten or 
harm. 

“The parents of the Year 6 
pupil were very happy with the 
action taken by the school. 

“Bringing potentially danger¬ 
ous items into school is a very 
serious matter and so I have 
already excluded the child for 
two weeks while I consult with 
all parties involved about the 


way forward for this pupil.” 

Mrs Arundel also warned stu¬ 
dents of the dangers of bringing 
potential weapons into school, 
and of the consequences. 

She added: “I informed all 
pupils in year 6 of the incident, 
stressing the fact that taking 
any item into school that could 
be dangerous is unacceptable 
behaviour, and stressed the con¬ 
sequences of any such actions. 

“I have also informed pupils 
that they should not be afraid to 
contact a member of staff 
immediately regarding any inci¬ 
dent of this nature. 

“The school has high expecta¬ 
tions of all its pupils and take 
most seriously all incidents 
which could threaten the safety 
of each and every member of 
our school community.”

Historic building gets a new lease of life 



WELCOME to Northamptonshire 
and a new tourist information 
centre. 

The county council’s new 
reception opened for business 
this week to provide help and 
support for people visiting the 
area. 

The council has worked along¬ 
side Northamptonshire Enter¬ 
prise Limited to extensively refit 
the 17th century, Grade 1 listed 
building, next to its County Hall 
base in George Row, to create a 
new central hub for anyone 
wanting to find out more about 
Northamptonshire. 

Visitors will be able to enjoy a 
new exhibition space which will 
be launched with a display about 
the history of Sessions House, 
how it relates to other historic 
buildings in the county and some 
of the stories of crime and pun¬ 
ishment that took place at this 
historic location. 

The centre also has fully acces¬ 
sible toilet facilities including a 
changing place toilet that pro¬ 
vides a bed and hoist to support 
people who have a higher level of 
care needs. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de Savage, 
county council cabinet member 
for customers and communities 
said: “By working in partnership 
with Northamptonshire Enter¬ 
prise Ltd on this flagship project 
for for the county, we have 
ensured the conservation, 
restoration and preservation of 
one of Northamptonshire’s most 
prominent historic properties, 


while bringing the building into 
good use as a focal point for visi¬ 
tors and residents by creating a 
gateway to the county for visitors 
and people looking for informa¬ 
tion about Northamptonshire. 

“The building has been on 
English Heritage’s at risk register 
so we have worked hard to devel¬ 
op the space in a way that pre¬ 
serves the heritage importance of 
the building as well as opening it 
to the public. 

“We have also drawn on the 
wealth of knowledge held by our 
archives experts to create an 


attractive display which cele¬ 
brates the county’s heritage to 
people visiting the centre. 

“We want people to be able to 
find out the information they 
need quickly and easily, whether 
that is find out about the coun¬ 
cil’s education or caring services 
or where best to stay during a 
visit. 

“Our new fully accessible recep¬ 
tion space will mean that all our 
customers can enter the building 
without difficulty, as well as take 
advantage of the new changing 
place facility.” 


Report tells authority there’s work to do 


THE county’s police authority is ‘adequate’ 
according to a new report released today. 

The Audit Commission rated Northamptonshire 
Police Authority’s performance as ‘two’ on a scale 
of four. 

Inspectors found that the authority provides 
clear and visible leadership and is committed to 
involving the local community in its oversight of 
the policing of Northamptonshire. 

The report also acknowledged that the 
authority has ‘a good understanding of the 
challenges ahead and of what it is trying to 
achieve, and has agreed new targets in areas 
that concern local people.’ 

However, the report criticised record-keeping 
following complaints and converting community 
needs into visible results. 

Nigel Toms, the Audit Commission’s spokesman 
for the joint inspection team, said: “The authority 
is now working much better with 
Northamptonshire Police Force than it was for a 
number of years and is well-placed to make 
Northamptonshire safer. 


“However, there is still a lot to do to ensure 
every penny is well spent and to balance 
competing priorities. 

“The early signs are promising and the authority 
is committed to the action required to deliver a 
strategic plan to engage with its communities 
and reduce crime across the county. 

“Continued vigilance is needed to meet these 
aims.” 

Deirdre Newham, Chair of Northamptonshire 
Police Authority said she was not surprised by 
the suggestions for improvement, but also 
acknowledged that the service is a work in 
progress. 

She said: “We welcome the audit report, and 
recognise that there are ways areas that we can 
improve on. 

“We were not surprised by any of the 
suggestions put to us in the report but a little 
disappointed that we were not good value for 
money because that is something we strive for. 

“We are pleased that the inspectors recognised 
that we are changing and making improvements.”

“And that’s why I’m really 
pleased to support Shared Care 
Network’s campaign to encour¬ 
age more people to come forward 
to become carers to give families 
with a disabled child the break 
they so desperately need.” 

Cabinet member for children 
and young people Cllr Andrew 
Grant said: “Share the Care week 


is all about highlighting the valu¬ 
able role these volunteers play in 
the lives of disabled children. 

“All kinds of people join our 
family link service. No experience 
of disability is needed, full train¬ 
ing and support is provided and 
an allowance is paid for the time 
spent with the child.

AN ABUSIVE pensioner has 
been given an ASBO after sever¬ 
al complaints from her neigh¬ 
bours. 

Dorothy Shields, aged 66 from 
Dallington Haven in 
Northampton, was accused of a 
string of racist, threatening and 
intimidated incidents during the 
hearing at County Court on 
Friday, March 5. 

The case was brought by 
Northampton Borough Council 
after it had received numerous 
complaints about her inappro¬ 
priate and abusive behaviour 


and language. Despite frequent 
visits from the council’s housing 
and community safety teams, the 
situation got worse. 

The court granted a 12-month 
Demoted Tenancy Order and a 
two-year Anti-Social Behaviour 
Order. 

The Demoted Tenancy Order 
will reduce Mrs Shields’ tenant 
rights, making it easier for the 
council to take repossession pro¬ 
ceedings if the anti-social behav¬ 
iour continues. 

If Mrs Shields fails to comply 
with the conditions of the 
Demoted Tenancy Order she 
risks losing her home. By failing 
to comply with the conditions of 


the ASBO would be a contempt 
of court and could lead to impris¬ 
onment. 

A spokesperson for 
Northampton Borough Council 
said: “This case has been very 
distressing for the local commu¬ 
nity and no one should have to 
put up with this kind of behav¬ 
iour. 

“We hope that the outcome of 
the case will send out a strong 
warning to Mrs Shields that if she 
continues to behave in this man¬ 
ner she could lose her home and 
she could even go to prison. 

“Nobody wants this, and so we 
hope for everyone’s sake that she 
changes her behaviour.”

fighting infection together 


Infections such as MRSA and Clostridium difficile 
provide a big challenge for the NHS, but preventing 
the spread of infection is something we can all play a 
part in. The NHS in the East Midlands needs your help 
to stop the spread of infections. 

There are three key elements to controlling the spread 
of infection - correct use of antibiotics, good hand 
hygiene and high levels of cleanliness in NHS facilities. 

Antibiotics 

Antibiotics have revolutionised the way we treat infections but did 
you know we are likely to take them when they're not needed? 

Some bacteria such as MRSA and Clostridium difficile are building 
up a resistance to antibiotics - making infection prevention a 
challenge and when we do need them, antibiotics less effective. 
Antibiotics will not treat viruses such as common colds, they simply 
don't work. If you have a cold your immune system will help 
you recover. 

There are many ways you can get help without seeing your GP. Talk 
to your pharmacist about taking paracetomol or an over-the-counter 
cold remedy or contact NHS Direct on 0845 4647. Resting, drinking 
fluids and washing your hands regularly with soap and water all 
help to reduce the spread of infection. 

Only visit your GP when necessary and use antibiotics responsibly - 
your GP will be able to advise you whether antibiotics will help. 

Have you ever been prescribed antibiotics and not finished the 
course? Many people have. If you stop taking your antibiotics part 
way through the course, even when you feel better, the antibiotics 
may have only killed some of the bacteria and you may become 
ill again. 

You should always take antibiotics as prescribed and not share or 
save them. They've been prescribed for you only and your GP has 
considered the length of time you need to take them for. Remember 
it is important that you finish the course. 

Hand Hygiene 

We all know that washing our hands regularly with soap and water 
is best. This is because soap and water are proved to be the best 
method of killing germs. Alcohol hand gels and sanitisers are only 
effective for killing certain germs, for example, they're not effective 
against Clostridium difficile. Taking time to wash your hands 
regularly is the best thing you can do. And don't forget - drying 
them thoroughly is just as important. Wet hands can still harbour 
germs! 

If visiting an NHS facility please take the time to clean your hands as 
instructed. And remember you need to clean your hands on the 
way out too! You can just as easily take away germs as well as bring 
them in. 

Cleanliness 

Cleanliness in NHS organisations is important. Each organisation 
has a programme of deep cleaning. You should expect that the NHS 
environment is free from dirt, dust and debris. If you see anything 
you think isn't clean you should report it to a member of staff. 

Last year the NHS in the East Midlands saved more than £3.5m by 
reducing the incidents of MRSA and Clostridium difficile by 896. The 
reduction in the number of infections also created approximately 
9,800 further days of free hospital beds to treat more patients.

LITTERBUGS could get stamped out as 
part of a crackdown by the borough 
council. 

Eleven fixed penalty notices have been 
handed out since January to people who 
have thrown rubbish from cars or have 
been caught dropping litter in the town 
centre. 

A further seven notices have been 
handed out to people who repeatedly 
leave rubbish bags or wheelie bins out on 
the wrong day for collection, or rubbish 


bags beside their wheelie bin. Two resi¬ 
dents from Semilong and one from 
Kingsthorpe are the latest recipients of 
cautions from the Environmental Crime 
Team after admitting to dumping rub¬ 
bish in the town. 

Environmental crime officers and war¬ 
dens are focusing on littering as part of 
their programme to reduce environmen¬ 
tal crime in communities all over the 
town. 

Cabinet member for environment at 
Northampton Borough Council, Cllr Trini 
Crake, said: “Most people use the town 
centre litter bins, take their rubbish 
home and don’t leave bin bags out days 


before they are due to be collected, so 
why should the minority spoil 
Northampton for everybody else? 

“Also, cleaning up after these people 
costs the taxpayers money and why 
should the tidy majority pick up the bill? 

“Issuing fixed penalty notices and cau¬ 
tions sends out a clear message and per¬ 
haps litterbugs might start to think twice 
before throwing something out of their 
car window. 

“We are really striving to make the town 
a clean and pleasant place so we won’t 
put up with such inconsiderate behav¬ 
iour and we will continue to take persist¬ 
ent offenders to court.”

Powerful drama’s not 
for the faint-hearted

MY ZINC BED_ 

Royal Theatre, Northampton 

Until Saturday, March 13,2010 

INTELLIGENT, thoughtful theatre that 
provokes any questioning of the status 
quo is often belittled as unfashionable 
or subversive. 

There are those who would argue that 
this is, in fact, the very job of the play¬ 
wright. 

Artistic director Laurie Sansom has 
resurrected a play from 2000 by David 
Hare which accomplishes exactly that 
with a tough, clearly-defined analysis of 
the role of Alcoholics Anonymous. 
Benign force for good or sinister cult, 
Hare seems to be asking. 

And yet the play, which presents multi¬ 
millionaire Victor Quinn in direct oppo¬ 
sition to young AA apologist Paul 
Peplow, seems unequivocal in its 



answers: by the end, Quinn is dead and 
Peplow is back in the AA fold. 

It’s even debatable whether the play is 
actually about alcohol at all. Lor my 
money, it’s as much a metaphor for the 
destructive power of love and the strug¬ 
gle with addiction to it as anything else. 

Under Sansom’s direction, Quinn’s 
world like his younger wife Elsa is stark¬ 
ly luxurious, seductively cold, and Jess 
Curtis’s set design, ingeniously lit by 
Anna Watson, compounds the detach¬ 
ment with which we are invited to see 


Peplow and his view of the world. As the 
tyrannical Quinn, Robert Gwilym errs 
occasionally toward the bombastic, but 
there’s no denying his presence and 
authority, whether he’s actually on stage 
or not. 

Leanne Best is slippery and sly as the 
manipulative Elsa, but it’s the perform¬ 
ance of Jamie Parker as the disintegrat¬ 
ing Peplow that really carries the piece. 
Ranging confidently across the emo¬ 
tional spectrum, he’s always entirely 
believable and extremely engaging as 
the young poet-turned-web-copywriter 
whose defeat of his internal demons is 
systematically undermined by both his 
boss Quinn and his illicit lover Elsa. His 
torment, his collapse of will and his self- 
awareness of his own fallibility are bril¬ 
liantly evoked in a performance of bold¬ 
ness and maturity. It’s not for the faint¬ 
hearted, but it’s a production of raw 
power and deep, probing emotion.

HONEST _ 

The Mailcoach, Northampton 

Until Saturday, March 13,2010 

ON the face of it, Honest is 45 minutes of a foul-mouthed, 
misanthropic bloke raging semi-incoherently at his trapped pub 
audience about the unfairness of life. 

His brother lives in a huge South London mansion after marrying 
into money, his boss earns a packet doing a rubbish job and his life’s a 
mess as he’s supposedly blown about by the cruel whims of fate. 

All of this is playwright DC Moore’s starting point for a subtle, biting 
satire on the state of the nation. Anything’s in the firing line, from 
corporate greed to recreational drug-taking, and the scattergun 
approach of the writing is as devastating as a machine gun. 

It’s cleverly done, too, in a corner of the Mailcoach pub, produced by 
the neighbouring Royal & Derngate as a companion piece to the 
Royal’s current offering, My Zinc Bed. 

A deft directorial hand from Mike Bartlett allows the hidden - and 
not so hidden - messages in Moore’s uncompromising play to come 
out almost by osmosis as the performance unfolds. Chatty bloke 
becomes unwitting social biographer as he recounts a drunken 
stumble across the capital one night, lashing out [metaphorically 
speaking] at a huge array of targets along the way. 

In the hands of young actor Thomas Morrison, all the power, humour 
and subtlety is fabulously brought out in a towering performance. Up 
close and personal - he practically shares his pub table with the 
audience - there’s nowhere to hide, whether he’s swaggering bullishly 
about his contempt for his boss or emerging, childlike, as the little lost 
boy he really is inside. 

Morrison carries us with him on his journey, utterly convincing and 
totally compelling, so that by the time he drains his pint of lager, grabs 
his coat and mobile and heads out the door, you’re fully expecting to 
see him again at work next day, rather the worse for wear. 

Just don’t invite him round to yours for a drink.

IAN Sampson may have missed 
out on a second consecutive 
Manager of the Month Award, but 
the Northampton Town boss was 
still able to celebrate signing a 
new three-year contract with a 
3-1 victory at Port Vale on 
Saturday. 

Chesterfield’s John Sheridan 
won February’s accolade for 
League Two, while 
Northampton’s win lifted them 
back to within three points of the 
play-offs and seventh placed 
Shrewsbury Town. 

“I’m delighted with the win and I 
think it was thoroughly 
deserved,” Sampson told the 
club’s official website after the 
victory. 

“Some of the other results have 
gone our way as well which will 
help our cause, but the most 
important thing was for us to 
pick up three points.” 

Having put pen to paper on a 
new deal, the manager admitted 
last week that five players have 
also been offered new deals. Paul 
Rodgers looks set to be the first 
of those to sign. 

The former Arsenal full back 
joined on a one-year contract in 
the summer after a loan spell at 
Sixfields last season and has 
recently found himself pushed 
forward to play on the right wing.

Silverstone-based team 
ready for Bahrain opener 


FORMULA 1 

FORCE India owner Dr Vijay 
Mallya is eyeing more podium 
finishes for the Silverstone-based 
team in 2010 ahead of Sunday’s 
Bahrain Grand Prix. 

This year’s Formula One World 
Championship gets underway in 
the Middle East this weekend, and 
Mallya is looking to build on 2009’s 
achievements. 

The team recorded their first 
podium finish in Spa last year, and 
drivers Adrian Sutil and Tonio 
Liuzzi have impressed during 
winter testing. 

Indian billionaire Mallya is 
expecting his team to translate that 
early promise into regular points 
and podium finishes. 

He said: “We finished 2009 on a 
real high note - our first-ever 
points, a podium and one place up 
in the constructors’ championship. 

“That is enough in itself to set the 
bar much higher this season, but 
we’re really determined to take it to 
the next level. 

“Regular points and the odd 
podium have got to be the aim and 
we know it is possible. I have a lot 
of faith in the drivers and the 
technical staff, I think we’ve got 
into a very good rhythm together 
now.” 

But while he is excited about the 
prospects for his team in 2010, 
Mallya is aware that Sunday’s race 
will be the real test of how far they 
have come. 

“I have been very encouraged by 
the entire performance, both at the 


track and at the factory,” he said. 

“The testing times gave very 
positive headlines, but it is very 
difficult to know where we are until 
we get to Bahrain. 

“Certainly however, the initial 
reports from the drivers are 
encouraging and when that 
happens it’s worth another three to 
four tenths - if they feel happy and 
confident in the car then that they 
can really attack.” 

Drivers Sutil and Liuzzi are eyeing 
top ten finishes at the Bahrain 
International Circuit in Sakhir, 
which under the new points scoring 
system would see them both earn 
points. 

“The baseline car we have now 
after 12 days of testing looks very 
good and promising. The changes 
we have made during the winter 
have all had a positive effect,” said 
German racer Sutil. 

“Testing went well and although 
there was a lot of rain over the 
period, the last two days in 
Barcelona were OK. 

“We did our long runs and a lot of 
work with the tyres so we are fully 
prepared. We are pretty confident 
that our car is good enough to be in 
the top ten in Bahrain.” 

Liuzzi added: “For the first race we 
want to show that our winter work 
has paid off. Points are our target 
for the time being and getting into 
the top ten, as high as possible. 

“Being realistic, a few points 
should be feasible and hopefully 
everything goes as well as in testing 
with good reliability for the first 
race.”

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Communities flourish 
after new funding 


Hundreds of thousands of 
pounds has been pumped into 
community projects by WNDC’s 
Stronger Communities Fund. 

The fund, managed by 
Northamptonshire Community 
Foundation, was launched at the 
tail end of 2008 and has 
supported a host of groups 
across the Northampton, 
Daventry and Towcester area. 
Projects which have secured 
money range from a play area in 
Blisworth to Community Radio 
Station Inspiration FM. 

The fund empowers communities 
to improve their surroundings and 
make their area a better place to 
live. Blisworth Village Hall and 
Playing Fields Association used 
their money to provide a multi-use 
games area for local children. 
Association Vice Chair Jane 
Percival explained “We got 
£10,000 from WNDC for the multi 
use games area. The previous 
year with other money we’d put in 
a youth shelter for the youngsters 
and the next thing they wanted 
was a games court. We thought it 
seemed to make sense to apply 
for this money towards it. We 
couldn’t have done it without the 
WNDC, it was marvellous. ” 
Helping to make community 
facilities safer and more secure is 
also an important aspect of the 
fund. At the Bants Lane 
allotments, a grant of £5,000 was 
used to purchase a secure steel 
office to store equipment and 
mitigate against vandalism. 

In Daventry, a wide range of 
groups have received funding, 
including Daventry Area 
Community Transport. 

They provide transport to 


individuals and community groups 
in the area and were given 
£20,000 towards the £60,000 
needed to buy a new minibus. The 
vehicle is fully accessible to 
people with disabilities. 

The manager of the scheme, Ron 
Kinning said “We are extremely 
grateful to WNDC and 
Northamptonshire Community 
Foundation for their support of 
DACT, which in turn helps us to 
bring transport solutions to over 
190 affiliated groups throughout 
the Daventry district. ” 

Meanwhile, in Northampton, the 
Sikh Community Centre has been 
among the groups to benefit from 
the fund. Pindy Chahal said the 
Centre, set up in 1996, aimed to 
develop a community gym for 
people of all ages, which has 
flourished since the cash injection 
from WNDC. 

He said: “There has been a 
significant increase in user 
participation since the new 
equipment has been installed. 
Overall, there is a clear indication 
of more people working towards 
healthier lifestyles. ” 

The fund reaches people young 
and old, across land and water! 
Most recently, Northampton 
Canoe and Kayak Club was 
awarded £10,000. Jim McCarthy 
from the club explained “Among 
other things, the grant will enable 
us to purchase and upgrade our 
equipment to provide a wider 
range of boats. This will offer local 
people as well as club members 
the chance to experience a range 
of different canoes and kayaks. ” 


Are you Eligible? 



Grants awarded are between £1,000 and £20,000 to a wide range of groups. So what can be funded? 


Applications are invited from projects or services which 
deliver community benefits in Northampton, Daventry or 
Towcester. 

Applications must be for either a new project or service, or for 
an extension or improvement to an existing project or service. 
Grants must be for capital projects only (equipment and 


building work) and must be spent within six months of the 
formal grant offer. 

Community projects on public land or property must have an 
existing lease and benefit from a minimum of 10 years on 
their outstanding lease with evidence of long term revenue 
funding for the project.
